It takes 'to repent

“Son of man 1 have set thee as a 
watchman unto the house of Israel; 
therefore thou shalt hear the word 
of my mouth and warn them irom 
me,” was 
the text chosen by 
the 
Rev. Mr. Dodds at the U. P. church. 
“These words,” he 
said, 
“form 
perhaps the most important warning 
to the church of God and to 
the 
individual Christian ever given. The 
first section of the text deals with a 
military law which establishes the in­ 
tegrity of the city by trusting 
the 
patriotism and honor of the watch­ 
man who is placed 
upon 
the 
wall 
with instructions to blow the trum­ 
pet at the approach of the enemy. 


The spiritual application of this 
strong and rigid 
military law binds 
eternal 
responsibility 
to 
every 
Christian. God has set us as watch­ 
men with instructions 
to give 
the 
wicked warning from hi-> mouth. No 
charge could be brought against 
the 
people of Rush ville because of fail­ 
ure to manifest concern in times of j 
physical distress.” 
The Rev. Mr. Dodds recalled how 
the people responded during the call 
of distress 
in the Johnstown 
flood 
and the San Francisco earthquake. 
“All classes of citizens will 
re- 
nond to those who are in physical 
di-tress,” 
he continued, 
“but 
the 
trouble is not physical distress; it is 
spiritual distress.

"Rats also carry lice, fleas' and 


Typhus feVeir, 
whiclv is transmitted through 'I'lie'e^ 
has recently appeared in two places 
in Illinois and if any of these Vafs 
stray over the line into Indiana and 
bring some lice infected with typhus 
fever germs, we will have that awful 
disease to contend with in'the-hoos-
